1 . SUMMARY: THE SOMALI AMBASSADOR WAS INFORMED THAT A 
MILITARY SURVEY TEAM COULD NOT BE SENT IN THE PRESENT 
CIRCUMSTANCES, BUT THAT IF CONDITIONS CONCERNING SOMALI 
SUPPORT FOR THE OGADEN INSURGENTS CHANGED, THE USG WOULD 
RECONSIDER THE QUESTION. MEANWHILE WE WERE PREPARED TO 
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HAVE A US NAVY SHIP CALL AT A SOMALI PORT AND EXCHANGE 
MILITARY ATTACHES. END SUMMARY. 

2. FOLLOWING A MEETING OF THE PRESIDENTIAL REVIEW COMMIT- 
TEE ON JULY 31, UNDER SECRETARY NEWSOM RECEIVED SOMALI 
AMBASSADOR ADDOU TO INFORM HIM OF THE STATUS OF THE 
PROPOSED MILITARY SURVEY TEAM. MR. NEWSOM TOLD THE 
AMBASSADOR THAT HE HAD DISCUSSED THE QUESTION WITH THE 
SECRETARY AND OTHERS IN THE GOVERNMENT. HE NOTED THAT THE 
PROBLEM OF THE OGADEN REMAINED A BURDEN BOTH TO THE SOMALI 
LEADERS AND TO THOSE IN WASHINGTON WHO WISHED CLOSE AND 
EFFECTIVE RELATIONS WITH MOGADISCIO. IN CURRENT CIRCUM- 
STANCES IT REMAINED THE JUDGMENT OF THE HIGHEST LEVELS OF 
THE USG THAT IT WAS NOT IN THE INTEREST'OF OUR RELATIONS 

AT THIS TIME TO SEND A MILITARY SURVEY TEAM TO MOGADISCIO. 

HOWEVER, WE APPRECIATED PRESIDENT SIAD'S COURAGEOUS STEP 
IN BREAKING WITH THE SOVIETS AND WITHDRAWING HIS FORCES 
FROM THE OGADEN DURING THE RECENT WAR. WE WERE AWARE OF 
HIS EFFORTS TO DIMINISH THE INTENSITY OF HIS INVOLVEMENT 
IN THE OGADEN AND WE WISH TO MANIFEST OUR CONTINUING 
INTEREST IN THE ORIENTATION OF SOMALIA. THEREFORE. 

IN RESPONSE TO THE INVITATIONS OF THE SOMALI GOVERNMENT. 

WE ARE PREPARED TO SEND A NAVAL VESSEL TO CALL AT A 
SOMALI PORT AND TO EXCHANGE DEFENSE ATTACHES. WE WOULD 
KEEP THE MILITARY SURVEY TEAM UNDER REVIEW. AND WHEN 
SECRET 
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CIRCUMSTANCES CHANGED WE WOULD TAKE ANOTHER LOOK AT 
IT. 

3. ADDOU REPLIED THAT PRESIDENT SIAD WOULD ASK WHERE THE 
PROMISE OF MILITARY ASSISTANCE STOOD AT THE PRESENT TIME. 
ADDOU WISHED TO KNOW WHETHER THERE WAS A SPECIFIC OBSTACLE 
WHICH BLOCKED THE SENDING OF THE MILITARY MISSION NOW. 

MR. NEWSOM SAID THAT THERE WERE A NUMBER OF PROBLEMS 
ASSOCIATED WITH THE DISPATCH OF THE MISSION. IT WOULD BE 
LOOKED AT IN CONGRESS AS A CLEAR DECISION TO GO FORWARD 
WITH A MILITARY SUPPLY RELATIONSHIP AT A TIME WHEN SUCH A 
DECISION WOULD BE DIFFICULT TO DEFEND, AND WOULD NOT BE 
FAVORABLY VIEWED BY ETHIOPIA AND KENYA. WHILE WE DID NOT 
WISH TO GIVE UNDUE WEIGHT IN OUR BILATERAL RELATIONSHIP 
TO THE VIEWS OF THOSE TWO COUNTRIES, WE PERCEIVED SOME 
TRENDS IN ETHIOPIA WHICH DID NOT FAVOR THE ETHIOPIAN/ 

SOVIET RELATIONSHIP AND WE BELIEVED IT WAS NECESSARY TO 
TAKE THIS INTO ACCOUNT. HOWEVER, MR. NEWSOM MADE CLEAR 
THAT THE MAIN ISSUE WAS THE QUESTION OF SOMALI SUPPORT 
FOR THE INSURGENTS IN THE OGADEN. THOSE WHO WISHED TO 
GIVE THE SOMALI GOVERNMENT THE BENEFIT OF THE DOUBT WERE 
FACED PERIODICALLY WITH SUCH DIFFICULTIES AS PRESIDENT 
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SIAD’S RECENT SPEECH AT KHARTOUM WHEN HE CONFIRMED 
CONTINUED SOMALI MORAL AND MATERIAL SUPPORT FOR THE 
LIBERATION FORCES. EACH TIME THERE WAS SUCH A REFERENCE 
IT PROVIDED JUSTIFICATION FOR THOSE WHO WISHED TO KEEP 
FOREIGN FORCES IN ETHIOPIA. 

4. ADDOU ASKED IF A MILITARY ATTACHE COULD FULFILL THE 
OBJECTIVES OF THE MILITARY SURVEY TEAM. NEWSOM REPLIED 
THAT MILITARY ATTACHES WERE LEGALLY PROHIBITED FROM 
BECOMING INVOLVED IN MILITARY SALES AND EQUIPMENT 
TRANSFERS WITHOUT A SPECIAL PRESIDENTIAL WAIVER, THE 
PROVISION OF WHICH WOULD PRESENT THE SAME PROBLEMS AS 
SENDING THE SURVEY TEAM ITSELF. BUT THE EXCHANGE OF 
ATTACHES WOULD HELP THE RESPECTIVE MILITARY ESTABLISH 
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MENTS TO GET TO KNOW EACH OTHER AND WOULD PROVIDE A 
CHANNEL WHICH COULD BE USED LATER WHEN CONDITIONS PERMIT- 
TED. ADDOU ASKED IF THE MILITARY SURVEY TEAM WOULD BE 
SENT IF PUBLIC STATEMENTS AND MATERIAL SUPPORT OF THE 
LIBERATION FRONT WERE BROUGHT UNDER CONTROL. MR. NEWSOM 
REPLIED THAT WE WOULD NEED A PERIOD WITHOUT INCIDENTS 
BEFORE WE COULD ACT. HE REVIEWED THE RECENT REPORTS OF 
THE MILITARY ACTIVITY, NOTING ESPECIALLY THE TWO ATTACKS 
ON THE ADDIS ABABA-DJIBOUTI RAILWAY. THESE CONTINUING 
INCIDENTS RAISED THE QUESTION OF AMERICAN MILITARY 
SUPPLIES BECOMING INVOLVED IN AN AREA OF POTENTIAL 
CONFLICT. 

5. AMBASSADOR ADDOU NOTED THAT IN KHARTOUM SIAD HAD 
DECLARED THAT SOMALIA HAD NO CLAIMS TO THE TERRITORY OF 
ANY STATE. THIS WAS THE FIRST TIME THAT A SOMALI LEADER 
HAD DARED TO MAKE SUCH A STATEMENT. WHILE SIAD HAD GONE 
ON TO SAY THAT SOMALIA WOULD CONTINUE TO PROVIDE MORAL 
AND MATERIAL SUPPORT FOR LIBERATION FRONTS IN THE OGADEN 
AS ELSEWHERE, THIS SECOND STATEMENT WAS MORE FOR LOCAL 
CONSUMPTION AND FOR REASONS OF SOMALI PRIDE. AMBASSADOR 
ADDOU URGED THE UNITED STATES TO GIVE PROPER WEIGHT TO 
THE FIRST PART OF SIAD'S STATEMENT. MR. NEWSOM REPLIED 
THAT THE MAJOR CONCERN IN WASHINGTON WAS THE POSSIBILITY 
THAT ETHIOPIA WOULD BE PROVOKED TO ATTACK SOMALI TERRI- 
TORY. IF THIS HAPPENED IN THE FACE OF CONTINUING SOMALI 
INVOLVEMENT IN AN AREA THAT MOST PEOPLE CONSIDERED TO BE 
WITHIN ETHIOPIA. AFRICAN SYMPATHY WOULD NOT BE WITH 
SOMALIA AND THE FRIENDS OF SOMALIA WOULD BE PUT IN A 
DIFFICULT POSITION. THE UNITED STATES IS NOT SAYING THAT 
THERE IS NO JUSTICE TO THE SOMALI CAUSE, BUT THE STIMULA- 
TION IN ONE COUNTRY OF AN ETHNIC MINORITY IN ANOTHER RAN 
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COUNTER TO THE PRINCIPLE OF NON-INTERFERENCE IN THE 
AFFAIRS OF OTHER STATES. WE WERE VERY RELUCTANT TO GO 
FORWARD WHEN THE OGADEN WAR MIGHT BREAK OUT AGAIN. 

6. ADDOU SAID THAT WHEN HE RETURNED TO MOGADISCIO WITH 
THIS REPORT. SIAD WOULD CONCLUDE THAT HE COULD NOT BE 
CERTAIN OF RECEIVING DEFENSIVE SUPPORT FROM THE UNITED 
STATES DESPITE HAVING MET A NUMBER OF REQUIREMENTS THAT 
HAD BEEN SUCCESSIVELY IMPOSED. MEANWHILE, THE SOVIETS 
CONTINUED TO ATTEMPT TO PUNISH SOMALIA IN VARIOUS WAYS 
FOR ITS CHANGE IN DIPLOMATIC ORIENTATION. THEREFORE, 

SIAD WOULD BE DRIVEN TO ASK WHAT HIS ALTERNATIVE WOULD BE 
TO HIS PRESENT ATTEMPT TO ESTABLISH A CONNECTION WITH THE 
UNITED STATES. MR. NEWSOM REPLIED THAT HE HOPED AMBAS- 
SADOR ADDOU COULD INDICATE THE POSITIVE ASPECT INVOLVED 
IN AGREEING TO A SOMALI PORT CALL AND THE EXCHANGE OF 
MILITARY ATTACHES. THESE REPRESENTED SYMBOLS OF OUR 
CONTINUED INTEREST AT A TIME WHEN IT WAS DIFFICULT FOR US 

TO DO MORE. AMBASSADOR ADDOU THEN ASKED IF HE COULD 
SAY THAT MILITARY ASSISTANCE FROM THE US COULD BE EXPECT- 
ED WERE PRESIDENT SIAD TO BRING THE INSURGENCY UNDER 
CONTROL. MR. NEWSOM REPLIED THAT HE WANTED TO AVOID 
EITHER INSISTING ON FURTHER ASSURANCES FROM THE SOMALI 
GOVERNMENT, OR MAKING COMMITMENTS ABOUT WHAT WE WOULD DO 
IN CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES. AT PRESENT HE COULD GO NO 
FURTHER THAN TO SAY THAT WE REMAINED DEEPLY CONCERNED 
ABOUT SOMALI ACTS WHICH MIGHT PROVOKE AN ETHIOPIAN 
ATTACK AND WHICH IUSTIFIED THE PRESENCE OF THE CUBAN 
ADVISORS IN ETHIOPIA. IF THOSE ACTIVITIES SUBSIDED, WE 
WOULD BE IN A POSITION TO TAKE ANOTHER LOOK AT THE 
SITUATION. 

7. ACTION FOR MOGADISCIO: YOU MAY INFORM THE MINISTRY 
OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS THAT IN RESPONSE TO EXPRESSION OF 
INTEREST BY THEIR GOVERNMENT, WE ARE HAPPY TO ARRANGE A 
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PORT VISIT TO MOGADISCIO IN AUGUST OR SEPTEMBER, AND WE 
ARE PREPARED TO EXCHANGE MILITARY ATTACHES WITH GSDR. 

YOU WILL RECEIVE ADDITIONAL INFORMATION ON THE SHIP VISIT 
FROM COMIDEASTFOR. 

8. FYI: THE PRC DECIDED THAT IF THE FIRST NAVAL VISIT 

IS SUCCESSFUL IT SHOULD BE FOLLOWED BY ADDITIONAL VISITS 
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ON A REGULAR SCHEDULE. THE PRC ALSO DECIDED THAT WE 
WOULD EXPLORE CONGRESSMAN LEGGETT'S PROPOSAL FOR ARAB 
FINANCING OF MAJOR INFRASTRUCTURE PROJECTS WHICH COULD BE 
IMPLEMENTED BY THE CORPS OF ENGINEERS. END FYI.
